Tb« 
time re<iuired of tbe goveiaor in the 
investigation of eaaaa in which he is 
asked lo ( xtend exenitivc clemency 
can be far better spent in atteadina 
to other botiaeee that fallt dfaraotly 
under the rci|uireuieuts of his office. 
At tbe same time tbe iuterettt of the 
unfortuaatta oaa ba much batter 

looked after by a board .appointcil 
for that purpose, since tbe limited 
time at tbo d hpooal of tbe governor 
for such purpose, renders it impossi- 
ble for bim to do Justice to Ibe busi- 
ness. L'uder the pending bill the 
l)oard of |pardoos is to he ap- 
pointed by the governor, to serve for 
live years. This board "shall have 
jurisdiction to hear and determine all 
applicationt made by any |)ersou for 
pardon or coiiinniiuiiun of sentence 
from any Judgment rendered by any of 
the eoartt of thit ttate." Meetings 
are to be held every three months. 
Applications for pardon or oommu- 
tatioa of teateaeeare to be filled 
with the clerk of the board, and no- 
tice of such application must be ad- 
vartited for three weaha la a aawapa- 
par published in the county where 
tbe conviction was bad. This notice 
may be dis|)eus«d with •'wheaevar, 
in tbe opinion of a majority of the 
cummitsioners, Justice or hniuuniiy 
requires ii."
